Winch Criticizes 
Policy On Tenders 


C.C.F. Leader Harold Winch 
charged in the Legislature 
Thursday that there are 
“some very funny things go- 
ing on in the purchasing sys- 
tem of the province.” 

He made the statement in 
recommending the establish- 
ment of a budget control and 
administrative management 
division in the government. 

When Premier Byron Johnson 
objected to Winch’s remarks 
about the purchasing system, the 
C.C.F. leader repeated his state 
ment and added 

“Some agents have been asked 
to submit tenders within 24 hours 

tenders which. couldn't be 
worked out in days. And then 
they find out that the supplies 
were bought before the tenders 
were issued.” — 

He urged that his recommenda- 
tion for establishment of a budget 
control and administrative divi- 


sion be placed before the public 
accounts committee 


CLEAR THE AIR 

“Persons and figures—some 
from outside the civil service— 
could be called before the com- 
mittee. No matter what the out- 
come it would clear the air. The 
people would be giveh confidence 
that théir money is being effec 
tively handied,.” said Winch 

He said the “entire purchasing 
policy of the government should 
be examined.” 

“The government can't say it 
operates on an economic basis 
If so, why didn't it clear up the 
administrative mess in the B.C 
Hospital Insurance | Service? 
asked Winch 

When Winch said B.C.H.LS. ad 
ministrative costs were 9 per cent 


| of the total and Saskatchewan's 


plan only 4.9 per cent, Premier 
Johnson said such a comparison 
is “ridiculous.” 

“It's like comparing the 
business of this government with 
a one-horse business down the 
street. B.C. is a thriving, grow- 
ing province whereas Saskatche 
wan is static,” said the premier 

Winch explained his proposal 
for a budget contro! and adminis- 
trative management division at 
length. The federal government, 
he said, is considering a similar 
plan and Saskatchewan hes found 
it highly successful. 

“Such..a.-division._would have 
two major spheres of activity 
one Might be rermed the budget 
branch and the other the admin 
istrative management branch,” 
he said. 


ADVISORY BOARD 

The budget branch would pre- 
pare the preliminary and _ final 
budget document and engage in 
budget control § activities It 
would enstre the appointments 
to the permanent service did not 
exceed those positions specifically 
established by the cabinet, he ex 
plained. Basically, the branch 
would act as an advisory board 
to the cabinet 

“A branch such as this would 
put the cabinet, specifically the 
premier, in the position of being 
continuously up to date as 
what is occurring of a major na 
ture in all departments of gov 
ernment 

The administrative manage 
ment division would assist the 
cabinet, through the minister of 
finance, to co-ordinate the various 
functions of government, Winch 
said. It would work in close co- 
operation with the budget branch. 

This branch could do work now | 
being done by especially engaged | 
management engineers Ww ho have 
been paid $70,000 for examining 
certain government departments 
continued Winch. He stressed he 
wasn't criticizing the engineers 
work 

“This same firm has made a 
report emphatically stating that 
if the B.C.H.LS. was operated on 
an efficient basis almost $1,000

New Poison Appears To Be Doing Job; Danger 
Lies In New Arrivals From Saskatchewan

EDMONTON (CP

of being the only rat-free area in 
North America. Now the rodents

But even provided the existing 
colonies are wiped out, rat con 
trol in Alberta probably will be« 
a permanent job unless the larg 
numbers in “Saskatchewan 
adjacent to the Alberta 
dary are curbed 

In Alberta, a bill

But the provincial governmefit 
is keeping a close check, and it is 
providing supplies, without cost

They die in three or 
four days of internal bleeding 
without vulsions or seizures. 
Often they die in their nests 

The poison been highly 
effective test areas In 
Alberta there have been no cor 
clusive results Because of the 
small number of rats in the 
province, it has been difficult to 
make a thorough test 

The bait was removed regu 
larly during the first week of 
our tests,” said Mr. Wilson of the 
Alberta experiments. “But noth 
ing happened after that We 
don't know whether we killed 
off all the rats or whether they 
became wary and are stayi 
away.”
